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Prop. 10, which would allow 
California cities to expand rent 
control, is in trouble.

To protect undocumented resi- 
dents and visitors, San Francisco became 
a Sanctuary City, with strict rules around 
when and how much we are willing to 
participate with immigration enforce- 
ment. Out of respect for queer residents, 
we became the first city in the nation to 
issue marriage licenses to same-sex cou- 
ples. And earlier this year, in the wake of 
Proposition 64, the city’s district attor- 
ney moved to retroactively dismiss 3,038 
marijuana-related misdemeanors. 

San Francisco has had a lot of firsts. 
But for all its outwardly progressive 
ideals, S.F. is still stubbornly conser- 
vative when it comes to a few social 
issues. High on the list are sex work- 
ers, a population that’s noticeably ne- 
glected by city officials who wield the 
power to fund vital services. We have 
no idea how many people engage in the 
sex trade citywide; the last legitimate 
study on San Francisco’s street-based 
sex workers was conducted in 2007. 
Only one strip club in the history of 
the city has ever successfully union- 
ized. And St. James Infirmary, the 
city’s only comprehensive sex worker 
drop-in center, relies on GoFundMe 
campaigns to pay for its moves. (It lost 
its first location in 2015 but managed 
to find another and relocate thanks to 
$35,000 in donations from the public, 
and requests another $35,000 for a 
move this year.) 

Being ignored and underfunded is 
one issue, but when attention focuses 
on the trade in City Hall, it’s usually ac- 
companied by stigma and criminaliza- 
tion. On Monday, several large changes 
to the city’s massage-practitioner laws 
flew through the Board of Supervisors’ 
Land Use Committee, despite language 
that blatantly criminalizes people who 
have willingly engaged in the sex in- 
dustry in the past. 

The new guidelines would allow 
the city’s Director of Public Health 
to perform local, state, and federal 
background checks on people applying 
for massage permits, and grant them 
the power to deny permits for any ap- 
plicant who has been convicted of an 
offense related to prostitution (unless 
it can be proven that the applicant did 
so unwillingly). 

According to legislation Supervisor 
Katy Tang authored, the intention is to 
stop the sex trafficking that allegedly 
plagues certain massage establish- 
ments across San Francisco — a cause 
that is undoubtedly admirable. Ina 
January 2018 report by the Polaris 
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Under new legislation 
speeding through

Project, Human Trafficking in Illicit 
Massage Businesses, San Francisco is 
said to be a “prominent hub” for sex 
trafficking, due in part to its proximity 
to a port and a major airport. 

But numbers — whether exact 
or even estimated — of victims who 
engage in non-consensual sex at mas- 
sage parlors don’t exist. In San Fran- 
cisco’s third-ever Human Trafficking 
Report, released in April, there was 
no information on how many people 
experience sex trafficking through the 
massage trade each year. 

What is available are details of 
enforcement. In 2015, more than 400 
illicit massage businesses were record- 
ed in San Francisco. After an intensive 
year of citations, fines, and scrutiny 
from the Department of Health, more 
than 175 of those appear to have shut 
down. 

Emphasis on “appear.” As Rachel 
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West, a spokesperson for the U.S. 
PROStitutes Collective, told super- 
visors on Monday, “This crackdown 
will push the industry further under- 
ground, which makes women less likely 
to report violence or go to the police to 
report rape against them. 

“The city’s been cracking down and 
harassing massage parlors for the last 
20 years,” she added. “They haven't 
gone away, and this is just another 
attempt to put a stranglehold on them 
by any means necessary to shut them 
down.” 

On the surface, it does seem like 
the heavy-handed enforcement angle is 
working. And taking into consideration 
how the city has handled massage 
businesses in the past three years, the 
new legislation starts to make sense. 
It’s easy to see this as a case where the 
city changes the laws to better assist 
its enforcement program.

But even Polaris, which lauded San 
Francisco’s efforts to cite and shut 
down parlors, notes that there are few 
resources for sex-trafficking victims 
who may have been forcibly employed 
by illicit massage businesses. 

“Even in the best-case scenarios, 
service providers across the country re- 
port being underfunded and under-re- 
sourced,” their study states. 

And in the meantime, such legisla- 
tion sweeps up other people who may 
have transitioned from the consensual 
sex trade to massage work to pay the 
bills. 

“The workplace regulations enforced 
in this bill create conditions in which 
massage practitioners will be unfairly 
profiled on the basis of their assumed 
engagement in unlawful activity, 
and gives regulatory agencies more 
power and means to revoke permits, 
issue harsher fines, and shut down 


businesses,’ a statement by St. James 
reads. “As a community organization 
that prioritizes the safety of people 
who trade sex, we believe that massage 
practitioners will be greatly harmed by 
this ordinance.” 

The new restriction also comes at an 
odd time in California’s criminal justice 
reform. Attempts to “ban the box” —a 
reference to the “Have you been con- 
victed of a felony?” box on job applica- 
tions — have been largely successful. 
In 2017, Governor Jerry Brown signed 
into law AB 1008 — which forbids em- 
ployers from inquiring about an appli- 
cant’s conviction record until they have 
received a conditional job offer. But 
San Francisco’s new plan to ban some- 
one from receiving a massage permit 
because they’ve engaged in consensual 
sex work in the past is the antithesis of 
such a policy. 

Unfortunately, this legislation is 
only the latest battle sex workers in 
San Francisco have faced. The forced 
shuttering of Backpage.com earlier this 
year has made it nearly impossible for 
workers to solicit online, forcing many 
to return to the streets where it’s hard- 
er to screen clients, and where they’re 
more prone to arrest. The Chronicle 
reports that street-based pimping and 
sex trafficking has tripled in the last 
year, with 67 instances in August 2018 
versus 21 from the year before. 

And with more arrests taking place, 
it makes the one good thing San Fran- 
cisco has done in the past few years 
for sex workers — an SFPD policy 
that says authorities can’t penalize 
sex workers who report assault — an 
undesirable option. Who wants to turn 
to the cops for support if, for example, 
they've just arrested your friends? 

The committee passed the new 
massage legislation swiftly on Monday; 
only three people spoke in opposition. 
(One of the downsides of only having 
one sex-worker collective in the city: 
They were all out of town on a work 
retreat when the hearing came up.) It 
heads to the Board of Supervisors for a 
full vote in the coming weeks. 

In the meantime, people engaged 
in sex work continue to be left out of 
these conversations. And until they get 
a seat at the table, San Francisco will 
no doubt continue to ignore, legislate, 
and criminalize those who willingly 
use their bodies to pay the bills.

By repealing the 1995 Cos- 
ta-Hawkins Act, the landmark ballot 
measure Proposition 10 would allow 
local governments to reclaim the right 
to change their rent control laws, po- 
tentially creating and maintaining af- 
fordable housing for millions of 
tenants across California. 

But it won't pass without a fight: 
Wealthy investors from Wall Street 
to Silicon Valley to San Francisco 
have pumped nearly $60 million into 
the political arena to keep the state’s 
housing stock highly profitable for 
developers and building owners. SF 
Weekly dug through state campaign 
donation databases to find which 
real estate tycoons were donating 
the most, to make sure your rent 
remains too damn high. 

A reminder: Costa-Hawkins took 
rent control away from single-family 
homes altogether and from any units 
built after 1995 or whenever a local 
jurisdiction last established it, which 
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means in San Francisco rent control 
applies only to dwellings built after 
1979. The law also allows landlords 
to raise rents by whatever sums they 
please once a tenant moves out. 

Prop. 10 is a scary proposition 
for real estate firms and investors, 
who bank on their state-given right 
to collect exorbitant sums. Luckily 
for them, these companies are also 
allowed to make unlimited campaign 
contributions, which means they’re 
outspending the pro-rent control 
campaign by about $36 million. 

Much of that money has gone 
into a barrage of televisions com- 
mercials claiming to be paid for by 
“a coalition of veterans, seniors, 
affordable housing providers, social 
justice groups, taxpayer associations, 
and labor.” 

But a look through the California 
Secretary of State database of Prop. 
10 donations shows the oppositions’ 
funding overwhelmingly comes from 
property investors, trust funds, and 


landlords.

One of these is San Francisco's 
largest landlord, Veritas Investments, 
which currently faces more than 100 
tenant lawsuits alleging everything 
from wrongful evictions to raw sew- 
age spewing from their sinks. Veritas’ 
in-house leasing organization, Rent- 
SFNow, has kicked in $130,000 to 
defeat the measure. 

Other large San Francisco land- 
lord contributions against Prop. 

10 include $800,000 from Jackson 
Square Properties, a real estate 
investment firm with holdings in 
eight states. Another $600,000 
came down from Flynn Investments 
founder Russell Flynn, whose com- 
pany owns more than 3,500 units 
across the city. 

But the biggest Bay Area bucks 
fighting rent control are coming 
from Silicon Valley. 

San Mateo investment trust 
Essex Property Trust has donated 
nearly $2.5 million to defeat Prop. 
10, while another San Mateo firm 
Prometheus Real Estate Group has

kicked down an additional $1.5 mil- 
lion against the measure. Marcus 

& Millichap billionaire co-founder 
George M. Marcus’ Palo Alto com- 
pany has also contributed $1.5 
million. 

Oddly, the largest donors cru- 
sading against California rent con- 
trol are not even from California. 
Chicago-based trust fund Equity 
Residential has contributed $3.7 
million to fight Prop. 10, while 
New York private equity firm 
Blackstone Property Partners has 
spent at least $3.5 million fighting 
the measure. 

Nevertheless, some well-fund- 
ed organizations support rent 
control. Most notably, the AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation has con- 
tributed $10 million to help pass 
the Affordable Housing Act. (Nota- 
bly, this is the same controversial 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation that 
backed the 2016 mandatory con- 
doms in porn measure, and sued 
the city of San Francisco that same 
year for classifying their proposed 
pharmacy as “formula retail.”) 

“We know we will be significantly 
outspent by the opposition, backed 
by deep-pocketed developers and 
investors who continue to wreak 
havoc in the housing markets,” AHF 
president Michael Weinstein said in 
a statement. “The greed of these bil- 
lionaire corporate landlords is caus- 
ing wide scale misery for millions 
of Californians, and the scourge of 
homelessness will get much worse 
because the rent is too damned 
high. The California dream is dying, 
and only the voters can save it in 
November.” 

But less than three weeks from 
that November election, it looks 
like Weinstein will need a miracle. A 
Public Policy Institute of California 
poll from late September found 
Prop. 10 trailing by a 48 to 36 mar- 
gin, with 16 percent undecided. 

The real estate-industrial com- 
plex seems to have gotten their 
money’s worth with those television 
ads claiming statewide rent control 
would somehow mean doom for 
veterans and senior citizens. But be 
aware: Those ads aren't paid for by 
senior citizens. They’re paid for by 
real estate interests up to their old 
tricks.

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October Surprise

Despite a controversial school board 
candidate’s self-proclaimed “withdrawal” 
from the race, her campaign appears to be go- 
ing strong. 

On Saturday, a handful of Josephine 
supporters took to the annual San Francis- 
co Unified School District enrollment fair 
at John O’Connell High School to convince 
parents to vote for Josephine Zhao. It was 
an unexpected sight: After transphobic 
statements she’s made in the past came to 
light, Zhao announced last month that she 
would back out of the race. Despite apol- 
ogizing in English-language newspapers, 
she appeared to double down in private 
WeChat messages to her supporters. When 
those were leaked, Zhao ended her cam- 
paign. 

But the deadline to formally withdraw 
had passed, which meant her name was 
still on the ballot, and since her announce- 
ment, her website has stayed up. Super- 
visor Catherine Stefani and supervisor 
candidate Christine Johnson pulled their 
endorsements, but Mayor London Breed 
and state Sen. Scott Wiener did not follow 
suit. 

Evidently, neither have Zhao’s support- 
ers. On Thursday, Bay City Beacon ran a 
guest opinion by Mandy Lee, a self-iden- 
tified gay Chinese woman, that expressed 
strong support for Zhao’s candidacy, and 
used Zhao’s Chinese immigrant back- 
ground as an excuse for her views. (Zhao 
has been in the United States for 30 years, 
the Examiner reported.) 

Two days later, Zhao supporters were 
spotted distributing glossy flyers at the 
SFUSD enrollment fair, where other can- 
didates were out campaigning. There was 
no attempt made to hide that this was a 
campaign effort; the flyers themselves stat- 
ed that they were created using funds from 
Josephine Zhao For School Board. 

In the midst of Zhao’s odd return to the 
campaign, Breed appointed another can- 
didate to fill one of three open seats. Her 
sudden appointment of social worker and 
school board candidate Faauuga Moliga on 
Monday adds a new layer to what was once 
an incumbent-free race, with 18 hopefuls, 
and three open seats. Moliga now holds the 
seat that Board of Education President Hy- 
dra Mendoza held, though he’ll have to run 
to maintain it in this November’s election. 

This further complicates things for 
voters as Nov. 6 inches closer. With Zhao’s 
name on the ballot despite her claim that 
she’s dropped out, and Moliga also appear- 
ing even though he’s been nominated to 
the seat, the school board race has some- 
how only become harder to figure out. 
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Cannabis Movies 
Enter Mill Valley 
Film Fest 


Weed the People explores the 
power of cannabis as medicine, 
while a panel with local icons 
The Waldos delivers stoney 
delight. 


Despite the fact that Mill Valley 
currently has zero dispensaries, cannabis 
was the talk of the town at the city’s 
eponymous film festival on Saturday. 

Leading off a day of Mill Valley Film 
Festival programming titled “Cannabis 
Culture,” things started on a somber but 
inspiring note with a screening of the 
documentary Weed the People. Directed 
by Abby Epstein (The Business of Being 
Born) and produced by Hairspray alum 
Ricki Lake, the film follows five children 
with cancer and their parents as they 
discover the potentially life-saving bene- 
fits of medicinal cannabis. 

While it would’ve been easy for Ep- 
stein to take her subject matter as an 
opportunity to proselytize the proven 
and incredible role cannabis (chiefly the 
cannabinoids THC and CBD) can play in 
reducing some tumors and alleviating 
the devastating side effects of chemo- 


therapy, she wisely lets the story speak 
for itself. 

The true star of the film turns out to 
be Mara Gordon, founder of the medic- 
inal cannabis enterprise Aunt Zelda’s. 
Watching Gordon visit with these chil- 
dren and guide their parents through 
the unnecessarily complex process of ad- 
ministering oils is enough to make any- 
one want to hug her and thank her for 
her endless compassion and dedication. 

Attendees got such a chance when 
Epstein, Lake, and Gordon all appeared 
on-stage to take audience questions 
following the film’s conclusion. Lake 
shared how her interest in the project 
began when a very ill 6-year-old girl 
contacted her on Twitter to express her 
fondness for the actress’ appearance on 
Dancing with the Stars. The two began a 
correspondence that ultimately led Lake 
and her late husband, Christian Evans, 
to invite the girl to stay with them and 
visit with a cannabis doctor located in 
Mendocino. 

“This film is Christian's legacy,” she 
said, explaining that her spouse had 
long-suffered from a variety of maladies, 
including chronic pain. It was Evans who 
began researching the potential benefits 
of medicinal cannabis — the precursor 
to a six-year process that spurred a doc- 
umentary that Lake believes may finally 
change public perception. 

“T think this could really be the

tipping point,” Lake said. “We showed 
our film in Oklahoma right before the 
vote on a referendum to legalize, and it 
passed.” 

The conversation about medicinal 
cannabis — including the efforts of 
large pharmaceutical companies to sup- 
press research, and the fact that until 
70 years ago it was widely prescribed in 
tincture form — continued with a panel 
hosted at the Sweetwater Music Hall in 
downtown Mill Valley. 

Gordon raised a fascinat- 
ing point: Marketing efforts 
to separate CBD (a non-psy- 
choactive cannabinoid) from 
THC in relation to health 
benefits were hugely detri- 
mental to the movement to 
make cannabis a mainstream 
medical option. 

“CBD alone is not the 
answer, she explained, citing 
projects like Dr. Sanjay Gup- 
ta’s CNN documentary series, 
Weeds, as ineffectual in con- 
veying the truth behind why 
cannabis may ultimately play 
a huge role in treating cancer and a host 
of other diseases and conditions. 

The atmosphere was far lighter for 
an afternoon panel featuring the Wal- 
dos, a group of San Rafael High School 
alums who inadvertently created the 
concept of “420.” While the Waldos have 
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done their fair share of press in recent 
years, it was a rare treat to see the gang 
in person for a panel moderated by 
Variety’s Shirley Halperin. They even 
brought some of the evidence they’ve 
used in proving their case, including 
postmarked letters and a handmade 
“420” flag made by one of their friends 
during art class. 
For anyone unfamiliar with the 
story, the Waldos coined “420” asa 
reference to the time of 
day they would meet at 
the high school’s statue of 
Louis Pasteur to toke up 
and explore West Marin 
in pursuit of a patch of pot 
they were given a map to, 
courtesy of a friend’s broth- 
er in the U.S. Coast Guard. 
Eventually, the Waldos 
realized that they could use 
“420” as shorthand for pot 
without their parents or 
teachers being clued in, and 
it became one of many in- 
side jokes they maintained 
over the years. 

As to how the term 
found its way into the mainstream from 
such humble origins, Waldo Dave Red- 
dix believes his own brother’s friendship 
with Grateful Dead member Phil Lesh 
offers one possible explanation. 

“My brother would take me to hang 
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with Phil and David Crosby,’ Reddix told 
the crowd. “We'd smoke backstage and 
I'd use the expression ‘420’ frequently. 
There were tons of people around and 
they all picked it up. I think that might 
be how it made its way into Deadhead 
culture.” 

The stories of the Waldos seemed 
destined for a documentary of their 
own. In just under an hour, they recalled 
fantastical memories like the time they 
were pulled over with a female friend 
in Southern California on their way to 
see a taping of The Tonight Show because 
police officers suspected they might be 
the members of the SLA transporting 
Patty Hearst. Perhaps no story is more 
surreal than Waldo Jeff’s admission that 
the group obtained most of their weed 
by pilfering the contraband collected by 
his father, a high-level state narcotics 
officer. 

With such a robust day of program- 
ming centered on the past and future 
of cannabis, you have to wonder how 
long Mill Valley and Marin County will 
be able to entice icons of pot culture to 
a place where no one can actually buy it. 
Hopefully, life will soon take the hint to 
imitate art.

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Jury duty and 
disabilities 


Following an article I wrote recently 
on Jury selection, I was contacted 

by a Stephen W., a psychiatrist, who 
asked that I inform people who suffer 
from disabling conditions about their 
rights if called for jury selection. I 
was reluctant to write this article, as 

I do not want to provide people with 
excuses to try and get out of jury 
service. However, I have personally 
observed over the past 25 years that 
there are people with disabilities, both 
physical and mental/emotional, for 
whom jury service may be ill-advised 
or damaging. 

Jury service is a civic duty. The 
right to a jury trial is one of the 
fundamental rights all Americans 
possess and it is ensconced within 
the Bill of Rights in the Seventh 
Amendment. Interestingly enough, 
there is no right to vote contained 
in the Bill of Rights, the first 10 
amendments to the Constitution. 
Not until 1870, following the civil 
war, was the Fifteenth Amendment 
passed which stated that “the right of 
citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the 
United States or by any State because 
of race, color, or previous condition of 





servitude [slavery].” 
Jury service is a fantastic 


experience in participatory democracy. 


You and 12 ordinary citizens, after 
listening to the facts of a case and 
the instructions on the law given 

by the judge, get together in a room 
and deliberate. Webster’s Dictionary 
defines “deliberate” as “to think 
about or discuss issues and decisions 
carefully.” 

There are penalties for any 
prospective trial juror who has been 
summoned for service and fails 
to attend as directed. Pursuant to 
California Civil Code Section 209, 

a judge may issue a warrant of 
attachment compelling a person who 
fails to respond to a juror summons 
to come before the judge. Following 
a hearing, the court may find a 
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prospective juror in contempt of 
court, a crime punishable by fine, 
incarceration, or both. 

Nevertheless, under Code of Civil 
Procedure Section 228, a prospective 
juror may be disqualified at the 
judge’s discretion if they have an 
incapacity which makes them unable 
to perform the duties of a juror. Jurors 
who believe that they medically or 
psychologically can not sit as jurors 
should come to court on the date of 
their summons with a letter from their 
physician, psychologist or psychiatrist. 
Before jury selection the judge will 
ask the assembled jurors if they have 
a hardship which would preclude 
them from jury service. Those who 
believe they do will be allowed to fill 
out a hardship questionnaire. That is 
the time to inform the judge of your 
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disability. She will then review your 
request, may ask for a letter or further 
explanation, and will grant or deny 
your request as appropriate. 

A juror with a disability may 
alternatively be entitled to an 
accommodation so that the 
prospective juror can participate in 
the trial. The California Civil Code 
states, “The court shall appoint a 
service provider whose services are 
needed by a juror with a disability 
to facilitate communication or 
participation.” Available services 
include court-appointed sign language 
interpreters, oral interpreters, or deaf- 
blind interpreters. Likewise, a juror 

may ask for breaks, the ability to stand 
or even lie down. (Yes, one time I hada 
juror with a bad back who was allowed 
to lie down during the trial with her 
head propped up so she could see the 
evidence) 

Some prospective jurors may 
seek disqualification due to a special 

vulnerability to emotional distress 
given the facts of the case at hand. 
In a case I tried several years ago, 
a prospective juror indicated they 
suffered from depression and felt 
that the case we were about to 

try, involving a woman claiming 
severe emotional distress, would 
be emotionally damaging to her. 
The judge, after hearing from the 
prospective juror, and observing 
her demeanor, dismissed her from 


further jury service. In another case, 
involving gynecological malpractice 
leading to the death of a baby, the 
judge excused a prospective juror who 
was pregnant and felt that it would be 
psychologically traumatizing for her to 
hear the facts in the case. Moreover, 
criminal trials for rape, assault, sexual 
abuse or death of a loved one may 
involve facts which are too intense for 
some people who may have suffered 
from similar crimes. If the facts of 

a particular case are the basis for a 
hardship, the judge may dismiss such 
a juror or send them back to the Jury 
Commissioner for assignment to a 
different type of case. 

As a trial lawyer I encourage 
everyone to serve as a juror. Jurors are 
essential to our system of justice and if 
you were a defendant or plaintiff you 
would want a fair jury of your peers to 
hear your case.

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Creature Features Has Risen trom the Grave

The faux-dungeon in KTVU’s 
Oakland studios was packed with a guy 
dressed as Darth Vader, a furry in a don- 
key suit, and various fans and family 
members all gathered to watch as the 
two hosts of Creature Features — adman 
Bob Wilkins, who started the show in 
1971, and journalist John Stanley, who 
took it over in 1979 — toasted each 
other with Champagne. The mood 
seemed festive on that late August after- 
noon in 1984, but it was more like a 
wake. Creature Features, the top Bay Area 
monster-movie show from when that re- 
ally meant something, had been can- 
celled, and no letter-writing campaign 
could save it. The TV taping that brought 
these well-wishers here was going to be 
its last. 
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After that night’s lackluster movie, 
Lemora Lady Dracula (1973), rolled to 
its poorly lit climax, Wilkins observed, 
“This is the saddest night since they 
took Bowling for Dollars off Channel 5.” 

The two hosts ripped off their clip- 
on mics, and the camera pulled back 
to reveal the edges of the set and the 
stage lights as stock piano jazz played 
over the credits. When Creature Fea- 
tures faded to black at 1:30 a.m. on 
Sunday, Sept. 2, 1984, Bay Area TV 
got a lot less weird. But much like the 
vampires and zombies that filled its 
airtime, Creature Features wouldn't 
stay dead. 

In the 1970s, when TV viewers were 
a captive audience for local broadcast- 
ers, the Bay Area’s weekend TV sched- 
ules were crawling with monsters. 
Independent stations took already de- 


cades-old fright flicks and repackaged 
them with their own hype. There was 
Chiller Diller, Monstrous Movie, Ghoulie 
Movie, and KNTV out of San Jose went 
the extra mile by making an intern ina 
white gorilla suit boogie to “The Mon- 
ster Mash” on Monster Matinee. 

Despite the gorilla, it was Creature 
Features that set the high-water mark 
for homegrown TV weirdness with its 
mix of bad movies, comic irony, and 
community programming for misfits. 
George Lucas and Charles Manson sent 
in fan letters. Kirk Hammett of Me- 
tallica tuned in every week to get news 
of upcoming sci-fi cons and movie 
screenings in those internet-free days 
when there was no other way to get 
this information. 

The connection to Creature Features 
is still so powerful for the younger 


Boomers and older Gen Xers who 
stayed up late enough to watch it that 
there are now two different attempts 
to revive it: one anchored by the fez- 
topped Al Omega and the other by a 
washed-up rocker character called Vin- 
cent Van Dahl. Both have traded off a 
Saturday night time slot on KOFY TV, 
and, since this is 2018 and not 1975, 
both are locked in trademark disputes 
accompanied by Facebook flame wars. 

Why does Creature Features still in- 
spire enough passion among its aging 
fans to compel two of them to brave 
the U.S. Patent Office’s Trademark 
Trial and Appeal Board? The reason: its 
first host, Bob Wilkins. 

“Bob Wilkins was a hipster who 
sat in a chair and smoked a cigar,” co- 
median Greg Proops — who watched 
Creature Features growing up in San

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Carlos — tells SF Weekly, adding that 
Wilkins was “wry, sarcastic, and way 
too inside for the kids he purportedly 
entertained.” 

“I have fond memories of being on 
that show,” recalls George Takei, a fre- 
quent guest on Creature Features where 
he and Wilkins discussed Star Trek 
alongside topics like mass transit and 
architecture. “It’s people like Bob with 
his regular show who helped to build 
the large audience for science fiction 
that we have today.” 

While horror hosts at other in- 
dependent TV stations across the 
country — and there were many, like 
Philadelphia’s Zacherley, Cleveland’s 
Ghoulardi, or Chicago’s Son of Sven- 
goolie — yukked it up in Dracula drag 
and corpse paint, the bespectacled 
Wilkins had the bemused look of a guy 
who took a wrong turn on the way to 
his local Toastmasters meeting and 
ended up crashing the weirdest party 
ever. With its contrarian streak still 
intact before the techie gold rush, the 
Bay Area loved him for this. 


With his dry wit and a sense of 
irony that was ahead of its time, Wilkins 
developed his shtick of having no shtick 
at all in Sacramento at KCRA Channel 3. 
He took a job in the station’s ad depart- 
ment in 1963 after relocating to Califor- 
nia from Chicago, where he wrote 
glowing copy for Burgermeister Beer ads 
at the Mad Men-esque Post-Keyes Gard- 
ner agency. In 1967, KCRA program di- 
rector Tom Breen noticed that Wilkins 
got more than a few laughs at company 
parties and tapped him to introduce At- 
tack of the Mushroom People (1963), a 
Japanese phantasmagoria that’s proba- 
bly best viewed on brown acid. 

“It was awful,” Wilkins told the 
Examiner in 1974. “The show went on 
at 11 p.m. on a Saturday night. I told 
whoever was out there, “You’re better 
off going to bed.’ Naturally, they stayed 
up to see if I was right.” 

“T think his connection came based 
on how he talked about the films that 
were so bad, his honesty,” Wilkins’ 
wife, Sally, explains. “It was all a B.S. 
kind of thing. Pretend it’s better than 
it is. He was one of the first who would 
say, ‘This is really terrible’ and ‘turn to 
some other station.’ ” 

At KCRA, Wilkins assembled sever- 
al of the sight gags he’d later bring to 
Creature Features, such as the yellow 
rocking chair and the motto “WATCH 
HORROR FILMS KEEP AMERICA 
STRONG,” which hung behind him on 
the set and which is now at the heart 
of the legal dispute between the two 
current Creature Features hosts. 

The cigar came much earlier. 

“Bob grew up in Northern Indiana, 
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in steel mill country,” Sally Wilkins 
says. ‘He went to work in a steel mill 
with all these big hulking guys, and he 
had to tell them what to do. He was an 
office worker, so he took on the cigar 
as a way of looking older.” 

When Breen moved to KTVU in 
1970, he soon convinced Wilkins to 
bring the bad movie formula that 
worked at KCRA to the Bay Area’s larg- 
er, hipper, and way more stoned audi- 
ence with a new show called Creature 
Features. Now owned by Fox, KTVU in 
the 1970s was a locally sourced dream 
factory that produced many fond child- 
hood memories with Romper Room 
and Bits & Pieces starring Charlie and 
Humphrey, a puppet horse and dog 
who dispensed moral lessons during 
afterschool commercial breaks. 

“T was totally in awe,” says Nelson 
Wong, who started at the station in 
1969 when he was still a teenager. “It 
was kind of cool stepping into that 
building down on Jack London Square 
and seeing all this.” He worked on the 
wide array of programming coming out 
of KTVU back then including pro wres- 
tling, roller derby, and Dialing for Dol- 
lars. “All the little old ladies loved Pat 
McCormick during the daytime during 
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that show,” Wong adds, referring to the 
Dialing for Dollars host, who also voiced 
Charlie and Humphrey. 

Creature Features joined KTVU’s 
pantheon of local TV favorites on 
Saturday, Jan. 9, 1971, with a showing 
of Horror of Party Beach (1963), a surf- 
rock horror flick with fish monsters 
that look like they have a dozen hot 
dogs crammed into their gaping maws. 

Since it started at 9 p.m., Metallica 
guitarist and monster movie aficio- 
nado Kirk Hammett caught that first 
show as an 8-year-old kid growing up 
in the Mission District. 

“I remember watching it and 
just loving it and loving the movie,” 
Hammett recounts. “I went to school 
that Monday or whatever, and all my 
friends and I were talking about was 
how cool Horror of Party Beach was and 
how cool Creature Features was. We 
had this great new show that we could 
watch. It was my favorite TV show as 
a kid.” 

Greg Proops also watched the debut. 

“There was an instant replay of the 
dorm-massacre scene after the movie 
while Bob talked about how dreadful 
the movie was,’ Proops says. 

While Wilkins didn’t wear a cape 
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or fangs, he was still surrounded by 
plenty of creepy props. Nelson Wong 
assembled the Creature Features set for 
each week's shoot. 

“He had a huge set-up,” Wong says. 
“T was told — and I don’t know if these 
guys were messing with me or not — 
but that the coffins that were used 
were real coffins that they actually got 
from some mortuary.” 

Joan Scroggs, who worked at KTVU 
as a camera operator for 43 years start- 
ing in 1959, affirms that there was 
something unseemly about the coffins. 

“So in comes this black, long casket 
— you know, one you put people in,” 
she says. “That thing smelled terrible 
when they brought it in here. We had 
to de-fume it. I don’t know where they 
got it. We didn’t ask them.” 

“The head imprint was pretty realis- 
tic,” Wong adds, describing the pillow 
inside the coffin that was almost never 
seen on-screen, although Wilkins 
emerged from it for station promos. 
“We also had that skull that was on 
the set. Somebody told me it was a real 
skull at one time. So that was one of 
the early memories I had of working 
on that show and just believing every- 
thing everybody told me. I was gullible 
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back then.” 

Besides Wilkins’ quips at his mov- 
ies’ expense, Creature Features was also 
known for its guests, ranging from 
local weirdos who built robots in their 
garage or knitted a sweater big enough 
to fit King Kong, to stars like Christo- 
pher Lee and the casts of Star Trek and 
Star Wars. 

“This type of show drew a certain 
number of — for want of another 
name, I would call them cult-type peo- 
ple,” Scroggs recalls. “They would be al- 
lowed to come in and just hang around 
as an audience. Every once in a while, 
Bob would grab one of them and bring 
them over to the set and interview 
them. He did that quite a bit, and then 
he drew more and more people from 
the crowd over in San Rafael that were 
working for a guy named George Lucas 
— you may have heard of him. They 
helped build [Industrial Light & Magic] 
and the Star Wars thing.” 

Beyond the coffins and the cult- 
ists, Creature Features also drew mid- 
night-movie royalty. Nelson Wong 
recalls an appearance by Edy Williams, 
the star of her ex-husband Russ Mey- 
er’s cult favorite, Beyond the Valley of 
the Dolls (1970).

“She comes out in her bikini, and I 
had to mic her up,’ Wong says. “I didn’t 
know how to put the mic on her. I was 
like 20, 21. She just grabbed my hands 
and said, ‘Put it right here! What are 
you afraid of!?!’ 

“T had my headset on and every- 
body was yelling in my ear: ‘Careful! 
Don’t get carried away! Watch your 
hand. We’re watching, ” Wong contin- 
ues. “I was a little embarrassed there.” 

Wilkins also encouraged local film- 
makers to send in their short films. Al- 
though Scroggs thought most of these 
movies “were pretty bad,” she was 
“blown away” by Bambi Meets Godzilla 
(1969), a minute-and-a-half cartoon 
with a fawn munching on foliage be- 
fore — spoiler — getting flattened by a 
giant lizard. 

“T laughed so hard you could hear 
me over the air,” Scroggs says. 

Wilkins also gave a boost to the 
appliance-laden Star Wars spoof 
Hardware Wars (19778) by having its 
director, Ernie Foselius, come on the 
show to promote what would become 
the highest-grossing short film of all 
time. Wilkins even paired the aggres- 
sively derivative potboiler Nightmare 
in Wax (1969) with a rebroadcast of 
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Sally Wilkins at 
Creatures Con, 
August 2018

Richard Nixon’s 1952 Checkers speech, 
in which Tricky Dick saved his political 
career by extolling a small dog named 
Checkers after being accused of pock- 
eting gifts from Republican donors. 

“My series deals with fantasy 
and science fiction — things that 
are make-believe and unbelievable,” 
Wilkins told the Chronicle in 1977. “In 
my estimation, the ‘Checkers Speech’ 
qualifies on every count.” 

At Creature Features’ height in the 
mid-1970s, Wilkins compelled as much 
as 17 percent of the San Francisco 
Bay Area’s TV viewers to endure Mars 
Needs Women (1967) or sit through a 
moldy carpet being passed off as an 
alien invader in The Creeping Terror 
(1964). While it helped that there were 
only eight or nine stations to choose 
from back then, Wilkins held his own 
against the cocaine-fueled, John Be- 
lushi-era Saturday Night Live. 

Wilkins was so successful for KTVU 
that the station added him as a weath- 
erman on The 10 O'Clock News in 1974 
— despite his complete lack of experi- 
ence in meteorology. 

“Where do I get my weather in- 
formation? The Weather Bureau like 
everybody else,” he told the Chronicle. 
“But I sometimes go to other sources 
— after all, it’s run by the govern- 
ment.” 

Wilkins was done with the weather 
after his initial two-year commitment, 





but his TV empire kept growing. In 
1977, KTVU expanded Creature Fea- 
tures to three shows a week, witha 
movie on Friday nights and two on 
Saturdays. Wilkins also taped another 
horror show for KTXL Channel 40 in 
Sacramento, and there was Captain 
Cosmic (1977-80), a weekday afternoon 
kidvid show on KTVU in which Wilkins 
wore a satin superhero suit and pre- 
sented Japanese monster shows such 
as Ultraman and Space Giants with a 
clunky robot sidekick called 2T2. 

“T thought that was really stupid,” 
Sally Wilkins says. “I didn’t like the 
costume. | didn’t like anything about 
it, and I always told Bob if he wore that 
costume out in public that we'd be in- 
stantly divorced.” 

But when the heavy workload start- 
ed taking its toll on Wilkins, he decid- 
ed to step down from television and go 
back to the advertising business. 

“Bob was an adman, first and fore- 
most, Sally Wilkins says, maintaining 
that Creature Features “was his second- 
ary job. 

“He was exhausted,” she adds. “We 
now know he got Alzheimer’s at age 
50. He died at 76, so of course he was 
exhausted.” 


Wilkins’ last episode of Crea- 
ture Features aired on Feb. 24, 1979, with 
a showing of Dr. Jekyll and Sister Hyde 
(1971), a gender-bending Hammer hor- 
ror film. With ratings still pretty strong, 
KTVU kept the show going for another 
five years. And to find a new host, the 
station looked to a cadre of super-fans 
who'd supplied Wilkins with trivia and 
background on the movies he was show- 
ing, making him seem more knowledge- 
able about horror films than he actually 
was. Among these friends of the show 
were future KTVU movie critic Bob 
Shaw, Japanese Kaiju expert August 
Ragone, and Chronicle entertainment 
writer John Stanley. 

“It was on Christmas Eve, I got a 
phone call from the publicity depart- 
ment of Channel 2 to tell me that I had 
been picked to replace Bob because he 
was going to leave the station,” Stanley 
says, which was a shock to me, be- 
cause that had never been my dream to 
be a horror host. 

“T guess because of my contacts 
through the San Francisco Chronicle, 
where I was an entertainment writer, 
they felt that I was kind of an expert 
on horror films and the science fiction 
genre,’ Stanley continues. 

Under Stanley, Creature Features 
became goofier and more literate at 
the same time. He interviewed literary 
heavyweights such as Ray Bradbury 
and Psycho author Robert Bloch, while 
the “mini-movies” he produced for 
the show had him getting strangled 
by mummies, demented scarecrows, 
and even Chuck Norris. Stanley may 
have had authorial aspirations, but he 
wasn't above taking pratfalls. 

“T have a lot of respect for John 
Stanley for picking up the torch and 
carrying it on once Bob moved on,” 
Kirk Hammett says. “He didn’t try 
to be Bob Wilkins. He put a serious, 


scholarly bent on the movies. | appre- 
ciate that.” 

Stanley was a nerd. To quote the 
pre-code shocker Freaks (1932), he 
was one of us” — but because of that, 
he lacked that detachment that drew 
viewers to Wilkins. However, not even 
Wilkins could have kept Creature Fea- 
tures going against the greater viewing 
choices offered by VCRs and expanding 
cable TV packages. KTVU pulled the 
plug in 1984, the same year that the 
FCC relaxed standards on the amount 
of airtime that could be devoted to 
commercials, clearing the way for the 
often-sleazy infomercials that pollute 
local TV schedules today. 

“The entertainment value has 
changed a lot,” Nelson Wong reflects. 
“All the stations have gone to hours 
and hours of newscasts. I think we’ve 
lost that variety: the live, spontaneous 
shows that we used to do. It’s sad to 
see that happen.” 

John Stanley shopped the idea 
of continuing Creature Features to 
James Gabbert at KOFY TV 20, but 
nothing came of it despite what Stan- 
ley thought was a positive meeting. 
He never reached out to any other 
stations or attempted to renegotiate 
with KTVU. 

“Tjust accepted the change and let 
it happen, and I shouldn't have,” he 
says. ‘I made a terrible mistake.” 


Wilkins and Stanley would’ve 
been the Siskel and Ebert of horror if 
they'd done more than a handful of 
shows together. They wore sweaters, 
sport coats, and neckties. They weren't 
big on shtick, but the current Creature 
Features comeback is loaded with it. 

Airing on Saturday nights at 10 
p.m. on KOFY TV, the current Crea- 
ture Features is hosted by a triumvi- 
rate consisting of clueless rocker Vin- 
cent Van Dahl; Tangella, a mute sprite 
with yarn for hair; and Livingston, 
the droll butler who gets most of the 
laughs. While more contrived than its 
’70s source material, the new show 
cleaves to Creature Features tradition, 
with a heavy emphasis on interviews 
with local cosplayers, ghost hunters, 
and the occasional celebrity such as 
Jon Provost (Timmy from Lassie) or 
Steve “Zetro” Souza of pioneering 
thrash metal band Exodus. 

Creature Features 3, as they call 
it — with 1 being Wilkins and 2 be- 
ing Stanley — is the passion project 
of Jeff Bodean, who took a modest 
fortune from co-founding software 
companies Micromat and Outspring, 
and bought a small Santa Rosa TV sta- 
tion in 2014 that’s now called North 
Bay TV. Bodean avoids admitting he 
plays Van Dahl, but this is about as 
convincing as Wilkins’ denials that 
he was Captain Cosmic — especially 
since Bodean’s IMDB page credits him 
with the role. 

When Bodean got the idea to bring 
back Creature Features on his station, 
he reached out to Tom Wyrsch, direc- 
tor of the Creature Features documen- 
tary Watch Horror Films Keep America 
Strong (2008), and the man entrusted 
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by the Wilkins family to maintain 
Bob’s legacy. 

“Even though he’ll never come out 
and say it, [Wyrsch] is really Creature 
Features right now,’ Bodean says. 

With Wyrsch aboard as producer, 
Bodean’s revived Creature Features 
premiered on North Bay TV on Oct. 
29, 2016. In this debut, Van Dahl 
interviewed John Stanley during a 
showing of Night of the Living Dead 
(1968), a movie more associated with 
the original Creature Features than any 
other. Completing the air of homage 
and succession, Wilkins’ original 
“Watch Horror Films Keep America 
Strong” sign has a prominent place on 
the new show’s set. 

“Vincent is part of the old 
tradition,” Stanley says. “He has a 
tongue-in-cheek approach.” 

But Bodean wasn’t the only one in 
the North Bay bringing back Creature 
Features, and this would soon cause 
a rift in Northern California’s horror 
host scene. James Currie, a retired 
metal caster, plays spooky Shriner 
Al Omega in a homemade version he 
says he’s been taping in a Petaluma 
farmhouse since 2008. 

“You can hear the goats in the 
background,” he says, “especially 
in the older shows.” Currie claims 
his DIY effort is “on stations across 
the country” and “a couple of Roku 
channels,” plus there’s always 
YouTube. 

While Tom Wyrsch was aware 
of Currie’s production, he wasn’t 
concerned about it when he and 
Bodean launched their own Creature 
Features because he believed the 
name had fallen into public domain. 

“Creature Features shows have 
been on since the 50s, for God’s 
sakes,” Wyrsch says. “There’s been 
hundreds of them.” 

Hundreds is only a slight 
exaggeration. Shows called Creature 
Features have aired in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and several 
other U.S. metros, with many of 
them predating Wilkins’ 1971 debut. 
The Creature Features that ran on 
WGN Chicago from 1970-76 has 
also been revived on its own Roku 
channel. 

But Currie found he could 
trademark the name Creature 
Features, and he didn’t stop there. 
Three weeks after Bodean’s Creature 
Features premiered on North Bay 
TV, Currie quietly registered federal 
trademarks on the oft-used title, 
along with Bob Wilkins’ ironic motto, 
“Watch Horror Films Keep America 
Strong.” In a letter posted to various 
Facebook horror host pages, John 
Stanley later called this “outright 
thievery.” The war was on. 

“I just found it odd that he would 
try to lock the names — especially 
‘Watch Horror Films,’ because that’s 
Bob,” Wyrsch says. “You know that 
belongs to Bob.” 

“My two cents on it was, [Currie] 
didn’t do anything wrong,” says 
Anthony Licciardi, former director 
of marketing and promotions at

KOFY. “It came up as a trademark. It’s 
available. He’s the one smart enough 
to do it.” 

Licciardi worked to bring Currie’s 
Creature Features to KOFY in March 
2017 as a replacement for Creepy 
KOFY Movie Time, the Saturday 
night bacchanal that brought horror 
hosting back to San Francisco’s 
airwaves in 2008. But Currie’s run 
on KOFY went only two weeks before 
going into reruns. 

“[Currie] had kept missing the 
deadline for various excuses,” Licciar- 
di says. With Currie not delivering 
new material, KOFY soon cancelled 
his show — even though, according 
to Currie and Licciardi, he paid the 
station to air it. 

“The production value wasn’t good, 
but he paid his bills,” Licciardi says. 

KOFY replaced Currie’s Creature 
Features with Bodean’s better-pro- 
duced version. Representatives of 
KOFY did not respond to requests to 
confirm if Bodean now has a similar 
paid programming arrangement with 
the station. 

But blown deadlines and aggres- 
sive trademarking aren't the only 
things making Currie a pariah among 
Bay Area horror fans. During a 2016 
appearance on Miss Misery’s Movie 
Massacre, another local monster mov- 
ie show produced by Reyna Young, 
Currie spun an offensive and even 
hurtful origin story for his Al Omega 
character. 

“Bob Wilkins’ car broke down in 
front of my house one year. My moth- 
er and him had a brief affair,” Currie 
said. 

“They made a movie. I haven't seen 
it, but it got awards. It’s called Mis- 
ery, Currie joked. 

But Sally Wilkins wasn’t laughing. 

“The most defaming thing Mr. Cur- 
rie has done is to infer that he, Currie, 
is the illegitimate son of my late hus- 
band,” Sally Wilkins wrote in a scath- 
ing Facebook post on March 27 that 
was also handed out on paper during 
Silicon Valley Comic-Con in April. 
Currie also refers to his prop skull as 
“Bob,” which Sally wrote is “insulting 
to Bob’s memory.” 

With Sally Wilkins’ blessing, 
Wyrsch and Bodean filed an opposi- 
tion to Currie’s trademark registra- 
tions with the U.S. Patent and Trade- 
mark Office (USPTO) on Aug. 23, 
2017. Their goal is to keep Creature 
Features as open-source as possible. 

“As far as we’re concerned, Crea- 
ture Features is a show that’s been on 
all over the United States for a long 
time,’ Bodean says, “and for some- 
body to try to monopolize that is 
wrong." 

Unwilling to rename their shows, 
both sides have lawyered up and dug 
in. A settlement conference held 
in the California Northern District 
Court in San Jose on Oct. 1, 2018 
failed to close the matter, and discus- 
sions continued during a telephone 
conference on Oct. 12. If Currie and 
Bodean do reach an agreement, it’s 
unlikely they’ll make it public. Ina 
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heated phone conversation, Bodean 
requested that SF Weekly refrain from 
covering the suit.) 

While the fate of his Creature 
Features is being decided by a combi- 
nation of civil courts and the USPTO, 
Bodean looks forward to taping his 
100th episode and starting a new 
season. He is also working to secure a 
library of “’80s, 90s, early-2000s hor- 
ror movies’ instead of relying on the 
same public domain films that have 
fueled horror-hosting for decades. 


“We want to bring something new, 
something different,” Bodean says. 

Currie plans to continue producing 
his Creature Features as well. “If the 
trademark case goes against me, noth- 
ing changes,” Currie says with a laugh. 
“If they win in trademark court, all 
that says is that I can’t own the name. 
So if they win, I keep doing the show 
same as always.” 

For now, Currie and Bodean share 
a sense of sadness along with their 


fragments of a beloved TV institution.

“It’s a sad situation,’ Bodean 
waxes. ‘Unfortunately, we have to do 
something.” 

“Tve lost a few friends,” Currie 
reflects. “It’s very hard for me to reach 
out to a lot of the other horror hosts 
because they’re not talking to me. 
That’s actually very sad.” 

It may even be sadder than when 
they took Bowling for Dollars off 
Channel 5.

On a July day in Menlo Park, 
Serge Attukwei Clottey stood on a me- 
chanical platform inside Facebook’s 
shimmering new building and looked up 
at his giant new artwork. The sculpture 
is two stories tall and more than 10 feet 
wide — a cascade of interlocking yellow 
pieces that Clottey, his team of assis- 
tants, and assorted well-wishers assem- 
bled in the artist’s native Ghana. 

In the capital, Accra, Clottey and his 
support staff made the Facebook art 
from discarded oil jugs that originated 
in the United States and Europe. In 
Ghana, they’re repurposed for carrying 
water — and they’re an environmental 
hazard, a cheap product that ultimate- 
ly taxes the country’s ability to recycle. 
Clottey not only recycles the plastic 
into art, he uses the proceeds from his 
artwork to pay assistants and support 
a growing art network in Ghana. As 


he oversaw the hanging of his new 
piece at Facebook three months ago, 
he thought about that network, which 
includes children learning about art. 
He thought about the Ghanaian map 
that he’d embedded into the piece. And 
he thought about how this colossal 
two-story curtain of yellows had come 
a long way from its assemblage in 
Accra, where Clottey and his art com- 
munity spread that and similar works 
across dirt roads and atop buildings. 
“What excites me about the work 
and the commission is that the work 
is originally made in Ghana, and how 
many people were involved,” Clottey 
tells SF Weekly by phone. “Facebook is 
about community, and bringing people 
together. So the work brought together 
a lot of people in my community — 
including those who had heard of my 
work but hadn't seen it before. The 
whole outside installation and work- 
ing in public brought a lot of people 


together. They feel that they’re part of 
the work. And I felt joy because it was 
as if I brought the whole community in 
Ghana back to Facebook’s premises.” 

Smaller iterations of that same 
yellow Facebook art help anchor “De- 
fying the Narrative: Contemporary Art 
from West and Southern Africa,” an 
Ever Gold [Projects] exhibit that also 
features another Ghanaian artist (Paa 
Joe) and artists from Zimbabwe, South 
Africa, Ivory Coast, and Great Britain. 
Almost 400 million people — or five 
percent of the world’s population — 
live in West Africa, and about 100 mil- 
lion more live in Africa’s southern tier. 

It’s a herculean task to pick visual 
artists who represent the current state 
of art in West Africa and Southern Af- 
rica. Even the Smithsonian’s National 
Museum of African Art, which has 
more than 1,000 works of contempo- 
rary African work, struggles to convey 
the true depth of the continent’s 


emerging art scene. But that didn’t 
stop Andrew McClintock, the owner of 
Ever Gold [Projects], from assembling 
his aptly named “Defying the Narra- 
tive” exhibit. 

Traditional masks may be the 
continent’s most widely known art 
form. But there’s none of that at Ever 
Gold [Projects]. The closest thing may 
be Frédéric Bruly Bouabré’s maze of 
small, drawn figures and shapes — 
with names like Untitled (Mythologie 
Bété) — that resemble folkloric play- 
ing cards of playful Ivory Coast arche- 
types, including musicians, couples, 
and suitors. And Paa Joe almost steals 
the exhibit with his huge rhino sculp- 
ture whose African-patterned interior 
is a perfect fit for one person. Yes, Rhi- 
no is an art coffin. 

Also worth noting is South African 
Simphiwe Ndzube, whose Torchbearers 
is a fantastical assemblage of headless, 
armless figures trying to find their way

in a room of cones, ties, and other odd 
elements. So, too, is Gresham Tapiwa 
Nyaude, a Zimbabwean whose The Du- 
plicity of Waiting Part 2 is an abstrac- 
tion of shapes that read like a map of 
human toil. 

Clottey’s small pieces in the San 
Francisco exhibit speak to the over- 
riding term that Clottey coined for his 
jug-pieced art: “Afrogallonism.” That’s 
also the title of Clottey’s Instagram 
account, where he has almost 15,000 
followers, and where he posted a pho- 
to of himself on that July platform 
inside Facebook, where his piece takes 
up one of the main lobby areas. “We 
are very proud of you,’ Ghana’s Minis- 
try of Tourism, Art and Culture, which 
follows Clottey, posted on Clottey’s 
Instagram. 

The ministry’s comment is indic- 
ative of Clottey’s growing status in 
Ghana, and in the global art world. 
The 33-year-old increasingly exhibits 
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his work around Africa, Europe, and 
the United States. Clottey spoke to SF 
Weekly from England, where he was 
invited to give art talks at the Universi- 
ty of Brighton and to collaborate with 
the university's “Responsible Futures” 
team, an academic offshoot that re- 
searches new ways to improve environ- 
mental sustainability. 

“My work has evolved,” Clottey says. 
“More people are paying attention, 
especially in Africa. It’s about the mate- 
rial culture — about exploring different 
materials and finding narratives in the 
material. The only pressure is to stay 
focused. I don’t want to be dragged into 
African politics. I just want to be an 
artist. I just want to stay focused on my 
work and develop a community.” 

Besides Afrogallonism, Clottey 
has started to invest in projects about 
migration that have the title, “Follow 
the Yellow Brick Road.” The title is a 
reference to The Wizard of Oz, where 
the yellow brick road is a magical direc- 
tional that leads the main characters, 
including Dorothy, to the Emerald City. 
Dorothy’s adventure takes her to mag- 
ical places and — at least in the movie 
version — back to Kansas, where she 
says, Ihere’s no place like home.” 

For Clottey, “home” is anywhere 
that people — art-goers, academics, 
and others — are curious about art- 
work with an environmental message, 
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a message about the economics that 
link world powers and African com- 
munities, and a message based on 
yellow material that from a distance 
could be the yellow of jewels or even 
yellowish gold. Like the work of the 
veteran Ghanaian artist El Anatsui, 
Clottey’s sculptures reveal their 
pedestrian origins when you get up 
close. By then, it’s too late: You've 
already seen the art as something 
alluring and something that’s valu- 
able. Facebook executives paid a lot 
of money for Clottey’s work — but 
that money is being recycled back 
into the Ghanaian economy, includ- 
ing to recyclers who bring jugs to 
Clottey’s Accra studio. The theme of 
recycling and interconnectedness — 
between continents, between geo- 
graphically close areas — is there at 
Ever Gold [Projects]’s exhibit and, in 
the longer term, in Menlo Park. 
“Even the smaller works have a 
lot of people working on it,” says 
Clottey. “It has people cutting, it 
has people stitching. People who are 
drilling and assembling. Some of 
the smaller works have very specific 
patterns. So they take a lot of time 
as well. Every piece goes through a 
whole sketch and an assessment.” 
The two-story Facebook piece 
took seven months to make. “It’s the 
biggest piece I’ve ever produced,”

says Clottey, who grew up in the 
area of Accra called Labadi after 
his parents moved from another 
area called Jamestown. “The work 
relates to the history of [Labadil, 
as well as my family’s migration 
history from Jamestown to La- 
badi. The work tries to replicate a 
map into patterns. I’m interested 
in using my history of migration 
to demarcate that space. So it has 
the history of Labadi, because I 
invited the community to be part 
of the process. The work brings 
people together. We live on the 
coast, and the work went to San 
Francisco, which is on the coast. 
We're trying to have this conver- 
sation whereby people work on 
the piece and the piece migrates 
to San Francisco.” 


In the last years of his life, 
Ed Moses would appear at art 
events with a cane or in a wheel- 
chair. He needed a little help to get 
going, just like he needed a little 
help in the art studio. But only a lit- 
tle. Moses was full of ideas and en- 
ergy even into his 90s, and the last 
canvases he did — like the grid 
paintings on display at Brian Gross 
Fine Art — have the vitality of Mo- 
ses’ work from long ago. 

His painting called 1, which is 
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eight feet tall, is an especially intricate 
piece that has layers of paint overlap- 
ping and bubbling up in places, with 
some spots that look almost misty and 
foggy, and other spots with distinct 
brushstrokes that crease across the 
canvas. In 2016, when the gallery fea- 
tured a series of other grid paintings, 
Moses, who has been an art fixture for 
more than 50 years, told SF Weekly that 
he was “not looking forward or back- 
wards. Now is now.” 

Moses died in January at age 91. 
His six diagonal grid paintings at Brian 
Gross Fine Art are layered with lines 
of yellow, red, blue, black, and white 
— but it’s 1 that’s a kind of grid of 
grids. Dense and mysterious, it’s easy 
to get lost in the painting’s shadows 
and criss-crossing patterns. 1 is like 
an architectural hive — an homage to 
movement (and Moses) that takes the 
eye in almost every direction.

Women of the 
Resistance 


Angela Davis is there. The longtime civil 
rights activist who's now in her 70s is in the back row, 
along with Tarana Burke, who founded the #MeToo 
movement. In the front row are younger women like 
Palestinian activist Ahed Tamimi and Nobel laureate 
Malala Yousafzai. But the assemblage of women who 
stand tall in Lucia Ippolito’s new mural, Women of the 
Resistance, aren't all household names. Some of the 
dozens of women are only known in small circles — an 
inclusiveness that speaks to a fundamental reality of 
all activist movements: They’re comprised of many, 
many people who don’t make covers of magazines but 
still make a big difference. 

“A lot of people are like, “Why isn’t this person 
in?’ and ‘Why didn’t you include that person?’ And 
the reality is we just didn’t have enough space,” 
Ippolito told a crowd of people last Saturday, at 
the public unveiling of Women of the Resistance. “I 
would have loved to include every woman activist 
we could possibly think of. A lot of them who were 
more prominent who we wanted to include we 
actually decided not to, because we wanted to show 
someone people might have never heard of.” 

An example of someone Ippolito left out be- 
cause of little room: Dolores Huerta, who co-found- 
ed the United Farm Workers union. But Ippolito 
included the UFW’s Maria Moreno, the first female 
farm worker to be a union organizer. Also included 
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are Latin American poet Claribel Alegria, who 
died at 93 earlier this year, and Judy Brady, fa- 
mous for her satirical “I Want a Wife” essay in 
Ms. magazine's first issue. (One of the owners of 
the Balmy Alley building that Ippolito used for 
her new mural, Brady died last year.) Grace Lee 
Boggs, whose books include The Next American 
Revolution: Sustainable Activism for the Twen- 
ty-First Century is there, as are Oakland political 
activist and mayoral candidate Cat Brooks, and 
11-year-old Mari Copeny, who has advocated for 
better water conditions in Flint, Mich. 

Sponsored by the longtime Mission District 
arts organization Precita Eyes Muralists, Women 
of the Resistance has two tiers: The lower, eye-level 
half is comprised of three rows of activists, with 
people under 20 years of age on the first row, 
women 20-to-30 in the middle, and “the veterans 
of activism” in the back. These three rows stand as 
if they're at a major awards ceremony. Above them 
are scenes of activism, including protests against 
gentrification, protests against the building of the 
Dakota Access Pipeline, and protests against Don- 
ald Trump’s policies — with strings symbolizing 
capitalism’s corridors and their hold on societal 
doings. Also in this higher stretch of scenes are 
two bare-breasted women celebrating and holding 
up a full moon — which Ippolito says is a state- 
ment about nature and women’s strength. 

“T feel like the moon is a really good symbol of 
fertility and women,’ said Ippolito, a Mission Dis- 
trict native who graduated from the San Francisco 
Art Institute and whose other murals include a 
nearby one in Balmy Alley. “The moon controls our 
flow and the water, and that’s our power.” 
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On the left- and right-hand sides of Women of the 
Resistance, Ippolito has listed all the women she’s 
depicted. But as Ippolito was completing the mural 
in the last several months, people walked by and im- 
mediately recognized some of the activists without 
needing the lists. Two of the recognized figures were 
Raquel Willis, an African-American transgender ac-

tivist who lives in the Bay Area, and Marielle Franco, 
a Brazilian activist who was killed seven months ago 
in Rio de Janeiro — likely by assassins who opposed 
her work to curb police brutality and corruption. 

“Her friend saw her [in the mural] and started 
crying,’ Ippolito said. “That was really powerful.”

The Guilty 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
If a standalone movie can somehow be 
a bottle episode of itself, then Gustav 
Moller’s gripping The Guilty qualifies, 
while also being a testament to the im- 
portance of sound mixing. Asger (Ja- 
kob Cedergren) is a disgraced police 
officer working the graveyard shift in 
an emergency call center in Copenha- 
gen. He’s more than a little judgmental 
toward the callers: If you get mugged in 
the Red-Light District, how’s that his 
problem, exactly? But then the dickish 
Asger receives a call from a tearful 
woman (Jessica Dinnage) who’s been 
kidnapped by her ex-husband (Johan 
Olsen). Moéller’s camera never leaves 
the confines of the call center for the 
duration of the film, and Asger’s own 
spiritual descent as the night wears on 
is mirrored by his physical surroundings 
growing darker and more claustropho- 
bic — until a final shot that reframes 
everything that came before it, or at 
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least signifies that the influence of 
John Ford’s The Searchers knows no 
bounds. And while the focus is always 
on Jakob Cedergren’s face, The Guilty 
nonetheless creates a lush, scary out- 
side world through just the sound com- 
ing from Asger’s headset. The Guilty’s 
biggest strain on suspension of disbelief 
is how the cell phones maintain the fi- 
delity of landlines in the worst of condi- 
tions, but that’s movie magic for ya.

San Francisco International 
Festival of Short Films 2018 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 

Short films have long been the first 
step into filmmaking for most direc- 
tors, and getting those films into festi- 
vals has always been an important 
component of that step. This has 
changed somewhat in the YouTube era, 
but there’s still a lot to be said for the 
curation aspect of festivals. In terms of 
pure variety of content, you can’t beat 
the San Francisco International Festi- 
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Sundance Institute 


val of Short Films, now celebrating its 
13th anniversary — as is YouTube, for 
whatever that’s worth. Modestly de- 
scribing itself as being about “grabbing 
someone by the eyeballs and making 
them think, feel, and react,” the festival 
features shorts from 25 countries di- 
vided into six programs. A highlight 
from the USA is Mark Knight’s Shin- 
rin-Yoku (Forest Bathing), a six-minute 
simulation of a walk through various 
sylvan glades, which in Japan is consid- 
ered a form of relaxation. Far less relax- 
ing is Rasko Miljkovic’s Kris, a Serbian 
film — though not A Serbian Film, 
thankfully — in which the lone survi- 
vor of the apocalypse searches for food 
and shelter while being guided by the 
voice of awoman whom he calls, you 
guessed it, Kris. And fresh from win- 
ning third prize at the Cinéfondation 
competition at Cannes is Lucia Bul- 
gheroni's Inanimate, about a young 
woman who begins to question the na- 
ture of her stop-motion reality. SC

Hoo boy. 

Like Bill Clinton executing a legalis- 
tic pirouette over what the meaning of 
“is” is, the time has come to debate the 
definition of “casual.” ALX Gastropub, a 
spinoff of expense-account destination 
Alexander’s Steakhouse, is the very 
opposite of casual in terms of its prices 
and its well-chosen wine list, but casual 
to the point of sloppy in almost every 
other arena. 

This is 2018 and it’s in SoMa — 
around the block from top-tier Benu, 
even — but ALX is seriously over- 
charging people for a cutesy, quasi-in- 
fantilized experience with too many 
flavorless dishes. The entire project is 
fundamentally off-center, but the clash 
between prices and atmosphere is the 
biggest error in judgment. I’m all for 
the return of comfort foods that evoke 
happy childhood memories, but when 
you call the tater tots “Totes M’Goats 
Tots,’ put them next to wines that 
average close to $20 by the glass, then 
serve them under weird yellow lighting, 
it feels less like a casual adaptation of 
something elegant than a rogue, ex- 
perimental Applebee’s concept whose 
manager has become corrupted by a 
ring. 

As I've said in the past, I try not to 
get overly hung up on service or other 
points of a dining experience that ar- 
en’'t consistent across multiple visits, 
because that doesn’t seem useful in a 
restaurant review. It’s partly because I 
remember the stress-dreams I endured 
most nights when I worked in the in- 
dustry, but also, I’m not here to vent 
a la those aggrieved Yelpers for whom 
“needless to say, I won't be coming 
back” constitutes the final blow against 
a vanquished enemy. 

But the service at ALX is unsatis- 
factory to the point where it seems 
like front-of-house staff simply hav- 
en't been trained in the basics. A host 
awkwardly half-attempted to seat us at 
the too-crowded bar, then abandoned 
us without menus at a two-top. Water 
glasses were placed and filled at the 
absolute edge of the table. For the first 
time in eons, I encountered a server 
who chewed gum. (The entire time.) 
On another visit, the server said, “The 
kitchen’s about to close. Were you guys 
going to want any dessert?” Granted, 
it was during the 9 p.m. hour ona 
Wednesday and things were winding 
down, but that’s just graceless. It’s not 
fair to the staff to throw them to the 
wolves like that. 

Some of Chef Jessie Lugo’s dishes 
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M Goat Dammit 


were good. A red flatbread with cho- 
rizo and cheese curds ($15 for four 
pieces) was tasty, although chorizo is 
the ketchup of meats. The A+ mac-and- 
cheese — with five different types of 
cheese, including gruyere, which should 
be mandatory — was genuinely refined 
and almost dark in its flavor. While 

I know better than to order a $38 
“Foie-Gyu Burger,” the standard Oliv- 
ier Butchery burger ($15) was great, 
nailing that juicy-fatty-drippy quality 
wherein making a small mess is part 
of the appeal. The kitchen was out of 
regular buns, though, and offered us 
slider buns or lettuce cups. We made 
do with sliders. 

Many of the dishes, though, were 
not good. ’'m simply puzzled by what 
happened with the $14 salmon chop- 
chop, which had no taste to speak of 
apart from filling my sinus passages 
with the herbaceous odor of avoca- 
do-olive tapenade, and came with 
crostini that were stale beyond stale. 
While I applaud anyone for resisting 
the reflex to put goat cheese on a beet 
salad, the $12 Beets by Meric was 
a plate of raw kale with a few beets 
thrown in, a very tiny quantity of 
bacon, and a dressing that desperately 
needed more acid or oomph. (Credit 
where credit’s due, though: That’s a 
solid name.) 

Although their cilantro-mint-lime- 
fish sauce combination was novel, the 
water buffalo wings ($14) were under- 
cooked, their spicy sauce penetrating

no further than the skin. The beer-can 
chicken entree was similarly under- 
done — something of a fatal flaw for 
a $28 entree. Its dirty rice was lifeless 
apart from the muddy-eucalyptoid fla- 
vor of filé powder, which clashed with 
the vaguely South Asian yogurt atop 
the dark meat. Lemon added as little 
to either component as the ornamen- 
tal pepper did. The butternut tortellini 
($22 for five rosette-size pieces) was 
similarly beset with internal contra- 
diction, its squash filling disappearing 
into the salsa verde. And the $36 pork 
porterhouse was juicy, but seemingly 
seasoned with nothing beyond S&P 
and two branches of broccolini. Why 
say ‘cipollini” when there’s only one 
little onion to mop up the jus? And 
what could possibly justify spending 
almost $40 on a simply prepared pork 
chop? 

Desserts include milk-and-cookies 
($10, but you do get that glass of milk) 
and some sorbets and ice creams, along 
with a $12 “Papi Churro.” The menu 
says to “ask about me” — although why 
not just, you know, write it down on 
there? — and if a quest for information 
when you're already full isn’t off-put- 
ting, you should. It’s a churro curled up 
in the shape of a taco, with avocado ice 
cream and the usual Mexican chocolate 
and dulce de leche dipping sauces. Av- 
ocado ice cream is inherently creamy, 
and the whole thing is delightful, a 
great idea done well. I wish it didn’t 
come in a pie pan, though. 


ALX’s wine list is simi- 
larly good. The Terre Rouge 
Syrah and the earthier 
Follette Pinot Noir lent 
gravitas to the pork porter- 
house and held up against 
more aggressive flavors like 
the mac-and-cheese, and 
many of the $13-to-$17 
cocktails are creative and 
fun. I’m particularly fond of 
the basil-forward Scranton 
Strangler and the lemon- 
grass-and-smoke notes of 
the Benicillin, made with 
Laphroaig. 

But if the casualness 
is debatable, then so is 
the use of “gastropub,” a 
British import that years 
of overuse pounded all 
sense out of. I don’t think 
a gastropub needs to serve 
a Sunday roast, but if that 
word has any meaning left, 
it really has to put beer in 
the foreground. In spite of 
a bar long enough to embed 
three flatscreens over it with plenty of 
room to spare, ALX has just six taps, 
all of them serving local and very well- 
known beers — and even the cheapest 
pints, like Sierra Nevada, will set you 
back $9. 

Some of these woes can be blamed 
on the location. ALX is not in an SFO 
terminal, as the airport-code name sug- 
gests, but in a new building that prob- 
ably charges a (g)astronomical amount 
of money for the privilege of opening a 
restaurant in its ground floor. Throw in 
the proximity of the Moscone Center 
and you can see how this restaurant 
feeds on convention traffic like a flower 
shop off a funeral home, cordoning off 
parties of Software-Americans from 
the rest of us via retractable stanchions 
that look pilfered from a branch of a 
defunct savings bank. 

The overall decor is unfortunate, 
with the requisite giant mural and 
plenty of framed photographs of food 
thrown everywhere to fill up space. One 
wall has three of them placed so art- 
lessly above a door frame that I couldn't 
stop staring. That door opens into a 
private dining room, because nothing 
bespeaks casual like the well-heeled 
dining in seclusion. At least we can 
pinpoint exactly where the investors 
will convene when they decide to chuck 
ALX into the void and start afresh.

San Francisco is home to many 
great burger experiences. There are burg- 
ers with intricate preparations and ele- 
vated ingredients, there are high fashion 
meatless burgers, and there are hipster 
recreations of nostalgic roadside patties. 
Because of this overabundance, authen- 
tic renditions of the classic burger too of- 
ten go overlooked. On Geary Boulevard, 
perched on the top of the hill that sepa- 
rates the western and eastern halves of 
the city, is a tiny burger joint that has tra- 
dition in spades. 

Tony’s Cable Car Restaurant opened 
in Anza Vista in 19772. It’s a small brick 
building that has a mustard-yellow 
roof and is the size of — well, a cable 
car. It resembles the kind of place 
where all the kids in Grease would hang 
out after school. The inside is painted 
with ketchup-colored walls and there is 
a gigantic diner menu with everyone's 
fast food favorites from cheeseburgers 
and corn dogs, to seasoned curly fries, 
and every kind of shake, freeze, malt, 
or sundae your inner child could pos- 
sibly desire. Everything is dirt cheap, 
from the $3.31 small burger to the 
tender rib steak sandwich coming in at 
only $8.30. Even though the Cable Car 
menu seems to lack nothing, I recom- 
mend keeping it classic and ordering 
a burger with fries; it’s what they do 
best. A quarter-pounder with fries and 
a shake will set you back a mere $9.64, 
and in this town, that price is hard to 
beat. And what do you get for that? 
Yellow American cheese, shredded 
lettuce, a sliced tomato, and pickles, all 
on a toasted sesame seed bun, wrapped 
in paper. It’s simple, it’s delicious, it’s 
authentically San Francisco.

Terror Vault at the Old Mint Is 


Legitimately Freaking Terrifying 





Into the Dark’s immersive haunted experience has excellent art direction and many opportunities to emit a bloodcurdling scream. 


(No spoilers, we promise.)

I’m pretty sure I was baptized 
as a Satanist tonight. Terror Vault, an 
immersive Halloween experience, is 
heavy on the upside-down crosses, and 
as I sat in a pew in the dark, I felt a sprin- 
kle of water from a demonic aspergillum. 
Cool. 

Terror Vault makes fine use of one 
of San Francisco’s whitest elephants: 
the Old Mint. Built in the 1870s, it 
was one of very few SoMa buildings 
to survive the 1906 earthquake and 
fire, largely because it’s made of steel. 
Consequently, it’s spooky as hell, with 
arched brick doorways in the base- 
ment and some creepy alcoves where 
demons can hide. At times, it’s hard to 
tell where the Old Mint ends and Ter- 
ror Vault picks up. 

That’s because production company 
Into the Dark has done its homework. 
A collaboration among drag queen 
Peaches Christ, David Flower Produc- 
tions, and event management firm 
Non Plus Ultra, Terror Vault is Into the 
Dark’s debut. 

“The psychology of all this stuff is 
really neat to think about,” Peaches 
Christ tells SF Weekly. “But haunts 
and horror in the genre world is at an 
all-time high, as far as attendance goes 
and quality goes. They say that part of 
it is that we can’t deal with the world.” 

Indeed, the world really sucks right 
now. So guests can choose to escape 
it for 45 minutes and mingle with 
some ghouls in an elaborately staged 
version of an alternate San Francisco 
timeline in which the Old Mint became 
an unsanctioned prison full of rats and 
vampires (plus a lot of evil clowns, so 
coulrophobes beware). We won't give 
away any key details, but it works like 
this: You gather with your group in the 
lounge, watching silent German horror 
films and drinking cocktails like the 
Bat Boy Guano or Zombie Pus, until 
your group’s name is called. (We were 
the Freaks.) Then you take a guided 
tour, ostensibly led by an Old Mint 
docent, that starts out pretty straight- 
forwardly until it’s time to descend to 
the cellar-prison, where horrors lurk in 
every shadow. Then you have to make 
it out alive. 

The number of actors is impressive-

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ly high, and Terror Vault involves lots 
of passageways and rooms with highly 
elaborate scenes; you get what you pay 
for. Unlike the much-missed Hell at 
the Armory, it’s never overtly disgust- 
ing for patrons to endure, and while 
your group may be forcibly separated, 
it’s not because a psychopath abducted 
your friend by shoving a pillowcase 
over their head. Rather, it’s simply 
really scary, with lots of cretins going, 
“Boo!” The ending is the best part, too. 
Preparation was extensive. Peaches, 
who loves the original A Nightmare on 
Elm Street, went to a “haunt conven- 
tion” in St. Louis called TransWorld. 
(“I would tell people I’m going to the 
TransWorld convention and they’re 
like, ‘Duh!’ But it’s not what you 
think.”) The result of this research is a 
high degree of interactivity. Vault-go- 
ers can opt in to become more than 
just passive spectators by wearing a red 
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glowing necklace. 

“People are really caught up with 
the whole touching thing, but more 
than that you may get put into a 
scene, she says, drawing a contrast 
with other Halloween spook-fests 
where “it’s such a formula of pushing 
people through a conga line of mazes 
that are really beautiful and expensive 
— but there’s no interactivity and no 
sense of surprise, other than the jump 
scare.” 

David Flower, whose favorite scary 
movie is The Tingler, says the Old Mint 
presented a few design challenges, like 
“figuring out where the electricity is, 
and where do you need to provide exits 
for people.” 

Also, it’s haunted. 

“It’s an amazing building to work in, 
very conducive to what we're doing,” 
he says. “I’ve been in here on the week- 
ends by myself and I hear stuff: I hear 





footsteps, voices. It’s totally creepy, 
especially on the upper levels. On the 
second floor, I would go upstairs and 
get a drink, and I heard footsteps and 
there’s nobody here. It’s a little bit 
unnerving.” 

“They're not subtle footsteps ei- 
ther,” Peaches adds. “A full-on person 
is definitely in there, and you're like, 
‘Why aren’t they coming out?’ Because 
it’s a ghost!” 

She was initially not planning to 
play a role herself, but Peaches is quite 
prominent during the satanic baptism. 
The impresario of cinematic drag re-en- 
actments like Troop Beverly Heels and 
campy movie nights like Death Becomes 
Her, she says that since they were al- 
ready planning for Terror Vault to be as 
over-the-top as possible, it made sense 
for her to be part of the main event. 

“For certain audience members, 
it might be a thrill to see Peaches in 
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the middle of the show, so I decided 
to go ahead and write myself a part,” 
she says. “If ever there was a part for 
Peaches to play in a horror show, it’s 
this one. If you have religious damage, 
we re going to play with that.” 

A fan of Anton LaVey and San 
Francisco's long history with Satanism, 
Peaches gets great use out of the ico- 
nography. It’s almost as if, to immerse 
herself in preparing for the role, she 
descended to Hades to study under the 
Dark Lord. 

“T don’t do enough of the work to 
say I’m a Satanist,” she says. “I would 
say I’m ‘satanic-adjacent.’”

Before there was Morgan Spur- 
lock’s documentary Super Size Me or Eric 
Schlosser’s book Fast Food Nation, there 
was José Bové, the French sheep farmer 
and trade unionist who in 1999 vandal- 
ized a not-yet-open McDonald's franchise. 
Officially a protest against U.S. tariffs on 
Roquefort cheese and other high-end food 
products in response to the European 
Union’s ban on hormone-treated Ameri- 
can beef, his act of civil disobedience 
turned the local rabble-rouser into a 
worldwide celebrity. After doing time in 
jail for his beliefs, Bové became an an- 
ti-globalization folk hero who went on to 
serve in the European Parliament. 

But he never shredded on a guitar. 
This is why we have Mac Sabbath. 
Festival culture and the music industry 

generally have only strengthened the 
covalent bonds between artists and 
brand ambassadors, but the four-piece 
“drive-thru metal” band from Los Ange- 
les that rewrites the lyrics to Black Sab- 
bath songs constitutes a high-decibel 
reaction against product endorsements 
and extrusions of pink slime. 

Mac Sabbath is a riddle shrouded in 
an enigma, wrapped in some metallic 
foil to keep hot — and it’s a mystery 
even to itself. Manager Mike Odd, a 
veteran of the scene who is also the 
lead vocalist in Rosemary’s Billygoat, 
claims he has no idea who Mac Sabbath 
lead singer Ronald Osbourne really is. 
All of the members of Mac Sabbath are 
anonymous, in fact, from the demented 
Ronald McDonald parody of a frontman 
to guitarist Slayer MacCheeze (who 
has giant tusks protruding from his 
hamburger noggin), bassist Grimalice (a 
stoned-looking Grimace), and drummer 
Catburglar, aka “Peter Criss Cut Fries.” 

“T don’t know what the hell is going 
on anymore, Odd tells SF Weekly by 
phone, adding that Osbourne “goes 
on and about how he’s the creator of 
drive-thru metal and all these other 
bands are stealing the food out of his 
mouth: ‘God darn that CinnaBon Jovi, 
and I'll catch up with KFC/DC and Burg- 
er King Diamond)’ It’s this complete 
delusion, because | can’t find any of 
these things anywhere, and then we'll 
be on tour and Burger King Diamond 
will just pop up and sing with the open- 
ing bands.” 

It’s impossible to determine where 
facts slide into fiction, and Odd has a 
habit of punctuating his sentences with 
near-maniacal guffaws, as if he were 
taking periodic hits of nitrous while 
expounding on the band’s evolving 
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mythos. The video for “Pair-A-Buns,’ a 
reworking of “Paranoid,” intersperses 
shots of the band performing in an alley 
with a Claymation royal rumble be- 
tween all manner of fast-food icons. The 
clay Ronald Osbourne shoots Colonel 
Sanders to death with a machine gun. 
The Carl’s Jr. star retaliates by opening 
a portal for Wendy and The King to step 
out, guns blazing, but the Cat Burglar 
uses a ray gun to melt their faces off. It’s 
sick, but not as sickening as eating Mc- 
Donald’s every day of your life. 

Odd, who prefers that no mention 
of any fast-food brands come up, notes 
that the band got a nod from the mas- 
ters themselves for their parody of “Iron 
Man.” 

“T posted a video of ‘Frying Pan, 
and not too long after that, Black Sab- 
bath posted it on their Instagram and 
their Twitter, and I didn’t think much 
more of that at the time other than, 
‘That’s amazing!” he says. “But we got 
invited to play the Download Festival 
in England, and tour England, because 
the video was going gangbusters — | 
assume because of Black Sabbath. It’s 
not just getting to millions of folks. It’s 
getting to millions of the right folks.” 

Referring to Mac Sabbath as a cover 
band feels inadequate, if not altogether 
wrong. For one thing, they rewrite the 
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lyrics, and for another, they’re excellent 
musicians working within the confines 
of costumes that can’t be anything but 
impediments to seeing what they’re 
doing. Slayer MacCheeze’s burger head- 
piece alone must be a quarter-tonner. 

Also, many cover bands are pale 
facsimiles of the real thing, when Mac 
Sabbath — however much it may be in 
on its own joke — takes the theatricali- 
ty level to the max. They and their song 
“More Ribs,” a parody of “War Pigs,” 
were the best thing at Outside Lands 
GastroMagic stage in 2016, and they’re 
playing at Great American Music Hall 
on Halloween night. In addition to the 
lasers and the smoking grill, that show 
will have a fast-food costume contest 
for which fans should “start weaving 
those cheeseburger wrappers together,” 
Odd says. 

“T’m not one for spoiler alerts,” he 
adds, “but I will say this is nothing that 
can be experienced on YouTube. It’s a 
stadium-sized theatrical stage show 
crammed onto a club-sized stage.” 

The openers, it’s worth noting, are 
thematically appropriate. Captured! 
by Robots consists of two robots who 
play technical metal plus a human slave 
tethered to them by a shock collar who 
screams the lyrics. Franks and Deans is 
a punk-rock act that exclusively plays

songs by Rat Pack crooners. 

At times, it feels as though the 
universe of metal is caught in an unwin- 
nable, cosmic war between the forces of 
tongue-in-cheek camp and purists who 
want to strip everything down to the 
roots, branding all others as “false met- 
al.” Mac Sabbath, Odd believes, renders 
the debate moot. 

“Black Sabbath is the most legitimate 
heavy metal band, to the point where 
I think it’s the only one that you can 
100-percent call ‘heavy metal.’ I think 
that the phrase was coined because 
they were the first band to be as heavy 
as they were, and they were working in 
metal factories in Birmingham and Tony 
Iommi's fingers were cut off by metal 
— which created the sound of metal,” 
he says. “You just don’t get more heavy 
metal than that, so you're talking about 
the most legitimate heavy-metal band in 
the world supporting the goofiest, most 
theatrical, most costumed heavy-metal 
band in the world. All the guys in be- 
tween can fight all they want.”

Speaking to SF Weekly about OME, Blau, who studied 
business during his time at Washington University, predicts at this Saturday’s 
event, “we should process more real-world blockchain transactions than any 
other event in history.” Fully acknowledging the difficulty of introducing guests 
to the concept, Blau explains that “it is always good to give people something 
they can understand, so something like a music festival is important to lay the 
groundwork for the future.” His word can be trusted, as he is not the one to 
make poor financial decisions. As the producer explains, “I could do what I al- 
ways loved, which was to make music, once I realized it was financially viable for 
me at the time.” That decision paid off from more than just an economic stand- 
point, as 3LAU has grown into a bonafide dance music superstar who consis- 
tently packs stadium-sized festival stages while releasing a solid collection of 
kinetic progressive house. 3LAU’s recent debut full length album Ultraviolet is a 
cinematic and highly emotional dose of anthemic dance cuts, signifying the 
producer’s maturation in his songwriting prowess. “It kinda developed over a 
few year period,” Blau says of Ultraviolet’s gestation. “Toward the middle of last 
year, | realized the vision made sense in the form of an album.” In the mean- 
time, Blau is focused on “making sure the festival is successful as possible,” add- 
ing that “it is going to be awesome, and I am excited for everyone who is 
coming.” Blau has tagged big names like Zedd, Big Sean, and Matt & Kim to 
round out the bill for this first-of-its-kind festival, and we should trust that he’s

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SAVAGE LOVE \ JACKS

I have a secret: For the past three months, I’ve 
been attending a local Jacks club (a men-only mas- 
turbation event). As someone recovering from sexual 
abuse, I find the party to be safe, therapeutic, and 
just sexy fun. I feel like I need this! Unfortunately, I 
spotted one of my employees at last week’s event. Al- 
though I’m openly gay at my workplace, being naked, 
erect, and sexual in the same room as my employee 
felt wrong. I freaked out, packed up, and departed 
without him seeing me (I hope). I’m his manager at 
work, and I feel that being sexual around him could 
damage our professional relationship. It could even 
have dangerous HR consequences. I realize he has 
every right to attend Jacks, as much right as me, but 
I wish he weren't there. I want to continue attending 
Jacks, but what if he’s there again? Frankly, I’m ter- 
rified to discuss the topic with him. Help! 

Just A Cock Kraving Safety 


“T hate to say it, but now that JACKS knows his 
employee attends these events, he really has to 
stop going,” said Alison Green, the management 
consultant behind the popular Ask a Manager ad- 
vice column (askamanager.org) and the author of 
Ask a Manager: How to Navigate Clueless Colleagues, 
Lunch-Stealing Bosses, and the Rest of Your Life at 
Work. 

And why do you have to stop going to your be- 
loved JO club? 

“In an employment relationship where he’s in 
a position of power,” said Green, “JACKS has a re- 
sponsibility to avoid any remotely sexual situation 
with an employee.” 

Green also strongly advises against pulling 
your employee aside and working out some sort of 
shared custody agreement—you get Jacks to your- 
self every other week—because initiating a conver- 
sation with a subordinate about when and where 
he likes to jack off would be a bad idea. She also 
doesn’t think you can just keep going in the hopes 
that your employee won't be back. 

“If he continues to attend and it got back to any- 
one at their workplace, it would be really damaging 
to his reputation—not the fact that he was at the 
event to begin with, but the fact that he continued 
to attend knowing an employee was also participat- 
ing,” said Green. “It would call his professional judg- 
ment into question, and it’s highly likely that HR 
would freak out about the potential legal liability 
that arises when you have a manager and a subordi- 
nate in a sexual context together.” 

It seems crazy unfair to me that you should have 
to stop going to parties you not only enjoy, JACKS, 
but that have aided in your recovery. And Green 
agrees—it isn’t fair—but with great power (man- 
agement) comes great responsibility (avoiding plac- 
es where your employees are known to jack off). 

“It’s never going to feel fair to have to drop out 
of a private, out-of-work activity just because of 
your job,” said Green. “I’m hoping it’s possible for 
JACKS to find a different club in a neighboring 
town. Or he could start his own club and offer a safe 
haven for other managers hiding out from potential 
run-ins with employees—Jacks for Middle Manag- 
ers or something!” 

While I had Green’s attention, I asked her about 
other sorts of gay social events that might toss a 
manager and an employee into a sexual context— 
think of the thousands of men who attended the 
Folsom Street Fair in San Francisco last month. Gay 
men (and others) walk around in various states of 
undress or dress up, and a lot of flirting, groping, 
and more goes down. Should gay men in manage- 
ment have to skip events like Folsom lest they run 
into men they supervise? 

“Public events are different from private clubs,” 
said Green. “A private club is more intimate, anda 
public event is, well, public. And it’s not reasonable 
or practical to expect managers to entirely curtail 
their social lives or never attend a public event. But 


a private club that’s organized specifically and pri- 
marily for sexual activity is in a different category.” 

However, gay managers who run into employees 
at events like Folsom or circuit parties shouldn't 
ogle, hit on, or photograph their employees. 

“If someone who reports to you is in a sexual sit- 
uation,’ said Green, “you should keep moving and 
give them as much space as you reasonably can.” 

I’m going to give myself the last word here: 
You've been attending that JO club for months 
and saw your employee there only once, JACKS, so 
I think you can risk going back at least one more 
time. I would hate to see you deprived of release 
(and see your recovery set back!) if your employee 
was there only that one time.
